Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen is 
authorized to borrow $2,481,390.00 under 
General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 7; and that the 
Selectmen are authorized to contract for any 
federal or state aid available for the projects. 


The Finance Committee Chairman spoke on 
this article, urging the Town Meeting to vote 
against it. 

Christopher DeSimone gave a minority 
report of the Finance Committee in which he 
stated that these items are needed and suggested 
that Town Meeting can take out any items they do 
not feel are necessary. 

Selectman Brainerd stated the bonded debt 
would be outside of 2% - it will get you what you 
really need. 

Representative Bernard Hoar suggested, if 

only certain items could have been selected, it 
might have passed. The Electorate did not feel all 
items were necessary. 
Selectman Chairman Conway spoke on this 
article, stating three public hearings were held on 
the bond issue and that it can be amended. It 
could be sold as a combined bond; equipment 
and roof repair, five-year bond; fire station, aten- 
year bond; and the sewerage treatment plant, a 
twenty-year bond. This would mean an increase 
of 54¢ on the tax rate per thousand for 1985-1986 
and an increase of 67¢ on the tax rate per 
thousand for 1986-1987 - the maximum on the tax 
rate. 

John Morris of the Finance Committee spoke 
in favor of the bond. 

Discussion continued at some length, with 
Selectman Greenhalgh stating we should be 
looking to the State. All items except trucks are 
reimbursable by 65%, and the sewer by 90% - 75% 
Federal and 15% State. 

The School Committee was questioned as to 
whether they had a five-year school closing plan. 
At this time, they do not have such a plan. They 
started that if the School Committee has to close 
a school, the school building should be kept in 
top shape in order to sell it. The buildings must be 
maintained. 

Discussion continued. Humphrey Greer 
stated he has attended one of the three public 
hearings held at which everything was explained 
in great detail, but not enough interested people 
showed up. 

Donald Flynn questioned the cost of 
relocating the central fire station. 

Selectman Conway spoke again in favor of 
the issue. 

It was moved and seconded to lay the article 
on the table. The motion LOST. 

It was moved and seconded to divide the 
question. Motion CARRIED, the question is now 
divided. 

ITEM # 1 

Moved and seconded that $120,000.00 be 
appropriated for the purchase of public works 
equipment - a front-end loader for the Highway 
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Division and a backhoe for 
Maintenance Division. 

After a short discussion in which it was asked 
if there was a firm bid amount, the question was 
moved and motion was LOST. 

Discussion continued for a short while, then 
the Moderator requested a rising vote, as a 2/3’s 
vote was required. With but eighty-one voting in 
the affirmative and one hundred nine in the 
negative the motion was LOST.

Moved and seconded to appropriate 
$51,640.00 for extraordinary repairs to roofs at 
the Police Station and North Billerica Fire 
Station. 

Finance Committee stated it has already 
given their opinion and there was no change 
since the question was divided. 

Discussion followed, mostly in favor of this 
item. The Moderator requested arising vote. With 
one-hundred fifty-nine in favor and but eighteen 
opposed, the motion CARRIED. 

Moved and seconded to reconsider Item #3, 
Motion LOST.

Finance Committee Chairman stated they 
hadn't had time to review this particular item and 
therefore had no report.

Further discussion 
followed in regard to school students in the area, 
the school buses, and then discussion in favor of 
the article was given.

Robert Casey of the School Commitee spoke 
on this motion, then introduced Jerry Houghton, 
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Assistant Supt. of Business Affairs in the School 
Department, who gave further information and 
started that 65% of the money would be 
reimbursible. 

The Finance Committee again inquired 
about a 5-year school closing plan and stated we 
should get 65% of the monies back. Mr. Casey of 
the School Committee spoke in rebuttal 
describing the repairs needed on the roofs of the 
various schools and how much money might be 
reimbursed. 

Discussion continued, with many members 
speaking in favor of this item.

As there was 
no discussion, the Moderator requested a rising 
vote. With one hundred forty voting in favor and 
but twenty-one opposed, the motion CARRIED.

ITEM#13 

Moved and seconded to appropriate

Finance Committee unanimously did not 
recommend the replacement of windows until the 
School Committee comes up with a five-year 
plan. 

Mr. Casey stated the windows of the Ditson 
School are at least 50 years old. They do not 
operate properly and there is great heat loss in 
the winter. 

Elaine Horlink, a teacher at the Ditson, stated 
most of the windows are nailed shut. They have 
no control over the heat. The windows are ina 
very sad state of affairs. She was speaking of the 
Ditson School only. 

Discussion continued at some length. 

Moved and seconded to amend the figure to 
$100,000.00. Discussion resumed. The 
Moderator asked for a rising vote on the higher 
figure, $215,000.00. With one hundred eight 
voting in the affirmative and sixty-one in the 
negative, the motion LOST, not having the 
necessary 2/3’s vote. 

Moved and seconded to amend the figure to 
$165,000.00, which would take care of the Ditson 
School. 

Discussion continued. The Moderator 
requested a rising vote on the amendment to 
appropriate $165,000.00 for the Ditson School. 
With one hundred eighteen voting in favor and 
fifty-five voting in the negative, the motion 
CARRIED by the necessary 2/3’s vote. 

Moved and seconded to reconsider Item #13. 
Motion LOST. 

Moved that we ratify and affirm our action 
taken under Article 9 to authorize the Treasurer, 
subject to the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow the total sum of $1,313,390.00 to fund the 
items approved in Article 9. Seconded. 

A rising vote was requested by the Moderator 
on the motion as stated. With one hundred forty- 
four voting in the affirmative and twenty voting in 
the negative, the motion CARRIED. 

Moved and seconded to reconsider the 
motion on ratification. Motion LOST. 


ARTICLE 45 Moved and seconded that the 
Town vote to reduce Town Ambulance Service 
from twenty-four hours a day, seven days a week 
to twelve hours a day, seven days a week, from six 
AM to six PM and that the Town Administrator 
contract with an in-town private ambulance 
service at a cost not to exceed $1.00 per year to 
provide emergency service twelve hours a day, 


seven days a week from six PM to six AM. This 
change to be effective on July 1, 1984 and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1.00 for the purpose 
of Article 45. 

Permission was requested for Stephen 
Battock of 235 Allen Road, Dr. Eugene Bell, 
president of St. John’s Hospital, Dr. Eliot Cohen, 
Deputy Lee, and some EMT’s be allowed to 
speak. 

Mr. Battock stated the town ambulance could 
not respond to all emergencies because of the 
size of the town. About one year ago he started 
his own ambulance business and was accepted 
as the town’s “back-up”. After an uncertain length 
of time, he had a “difference” with the deputy and 
was no longer the town’s “back-up”. He isin town 
with two Class 1 vehicles and his EMT’s have 
been certified by the state. He feels the town is 
still in need of a second ambulance. 


Finance Committee deliberated over this 
question at a number of meetings. They voted 
only two in favor and four opposed to this article. 
So the Finance Committee urged town meeting 
members not to vote in favor of this article. 

A Minority Report was given by Mr. 
McRannolds, in which he stated Mr. Battock 
could save the town approximately $200,000.00 
per year, and where it would be cheaper, he 
would vote for it. 

Dr. Bell stated the hospital’s opinion of our 
town ambulance service is excellent. Our EMT’s 
give excellent care and are more highly educated 
and continue to take advantage of further 
education. We have a superior service and a 
dedicated staff. 

Dr. Eliot Cohen, Chief of Emergency Service 
at Lahey Clinic echoed Dr. Bell’s remarks. He has 
confidence in our EMT’s use of the defibrillation 
equipment. He would hesitate to allowed its use 
with other services. He, personally, would be glad 
to have our EMT’s should he have a heart attack. 

John Morris of the Finance Committee spoke 
strongly in favor of our ambulance service and 
the superiority of our EMT’s, and urged town 
meeting to vote down Article 45. 

It was asked of the Town Manager, Paul F. 
Talbot, what the effect would be on the present 
EMT's if this article should pass. He stated that 
there would be some terminations on June 30th. 

Discussion continued at some length and 
Doris Morrissey was allowed to come forward to 
speak on her work of raising funds to equip the 
ambulance with rescue equipment. 

The previous question was moved and so 
VOTED. 

The vote on the main motion, as presented, 
was LOST. 
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Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 
45. Motion LOST. 


ARTICLE 46 Moved and seconded that the 
town vote to establish a specific policy on 
Ambulance Service in the Town of Billerica, to be 
implemented no later than July 1, 1984. This 
policy to be initiated and then monitored for 
compliance by the Town Administrator. 
Whenever the Town Ambulance Service in either 
responding to a call, or out of town or out of 
commission, all calls for Billerica Municipal 
Ambulance Service will be referred in the 
following priority: 

1. In-town private ambulance service. 

2. Out-of-town municipal ambulance 
service. 

3. Out-of-town private ambulance service 


Mr. Ralston, who moved the question, also 
spoke in favor of the article. 

Finance Committee did not recommend the 
Original Article 46. But they just received this new 
motion, so could not give a recommendation. 

Deputy Robert Lee asked permission to 
speak on this article. He asked the town meeting 
to place their confidence in his judgement. If this 
article passes, it would “tie his hands”. He felt a 
yes vote would be a terrible mistake. 

Stephen Battcock spoke on the aarticle, 
stating Deputy Lee does not have any guidelines. 
He felt some guidelines were definitely needed. 

John Morris moved the article be amended to 
read: “That the Town vote to establish a specific 
policy of Ambulance Service in the Town of 
Billerica, to be implemented no later than July 1, 
1984. This policy to be initiated and then 
monitored for compliance by the Town 
Administrator.” 

After moderate discussion, the management, 
deleting the second half of the first paragraph 
was CARRIED. 

Slight discussion followed when 
moved and so voted to cut off debate. 

A rising vote was requested on the main 
motion with the amendment attached thereto, so 
the main motion will now read: “That the Town 
vote to establish a specific policy on Ambulance 
Service in the Town of Billerica to be 
implemented no later than July 1, 1984. This 
policy to be inititated and then monitored for 
compliance by the Town Administrator’. 

With one hundred thirty voting in the 
affirmative and but twenty-two in the negative, 
the motion CARRIED. 

Budget Item #1311 - Mr. Greenhalgh moved 
to withdraw his request for a hearing on Budget 
Item #1311 at this time. This was at the request of

Motion to withdraw Budget 
CARRIED. 
Deputy Moderator Ralston assumed the 
chair. 


ARTICLE 10 Moved and seconded to 
authorize the Selectmen to borrow $1,310,000.00 
for construction of additional treatment facilities 
at the Wastewater Treatment Plant to expand 
capacity from 1.6 million gallons to 6.4 million 
gallons per day; $175,000.00 be appropriated for 
extraordinary repairs to two standpipes; and 
$258,610.00 be appropriated for laying or 
relaying watermains (Rangeway Road - 3,600 
L.F., 16" pipe; Pond Street - 1,400 L.F., 12"’ pipe; 
Boston Road - 1,200 L.F., 12” pipe; four insertion

Moved and seconded to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow $1,310,000.00 for 
construction of additional treatment facilities at 
the Wastewater Treatment Plant to expand 
capacity from 1.6 million gallons to 6.4 million 
gallons per day. 

Finance Committee recommended this item, 
stating the Waste Water Treatment Plant is 
working way over capacity. We have a moral 
obligation to those people along the Concord 
River below us. The waters entering the Concord 
River from our treatment plant should be suitable 
for use of other towns down river. 

Finance Committee requested permission 
for Emile Hamway of Fay, Spofford, and 
Thorndike to come forward to speak on this. He 
spoke of the proposed expansion to the plant, 
explaining the town is now servicing the 
sewerage of 13,000 people (3% persons per 
house). An additional 90 miles of sewerage lines 
will be needed. At the present time, we have 60 to 
70 miles sewered. It is estimated that 
$35,000,000.00 would be needed for the 
additional 90 miles of sewerage. 

In October 1984, the Federal funding level 
will be reduced. At the present time, the Federal 
funds cover 75% and the State covers 15%, 
leaving 10% to be furnished by us. However, in 
October, the Federal Government will only fund 
50%. Hopefully, the State will compensate for the

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difference, but we cannot depend upon it. The 
Moderator resumed the chair. Discussion 
continued at some length. The previous question 
was moved and so VOTED. 

The Moderator requested a rising vote on the 
main motion for $1,310,000.00. With one hundred 
forty-four voting in the affirmative and but nine in 
the negative, the motion CARRIED. 

Moved and seconded to reconsider Item #1. 
Finance Committee Chairman spoke on the 
reconsideration. It was suggested to apply the 
amount of $33,811.70 to (second total amount on 
page 7 of the Finance Committee report) toward 
the cost of the expansion of the treatment plant. 

An explanation of these monies was asked of 
Town Accountant McKenna. 

Moved and seconded to adjourn the meeting 
until next Tuesday at 7:30 PM. The Moderator 
declared the motion LOST. His decision was 
questioned, and he requested a rising vote. With 
ninety-nine in favor and 56 opposed, the meeting 
was adjourned. 

The second session of the Spring Annual 
Town Meeting was adjourned at 10:48 PM.

He asked the Town 
Meeting body to listen to Robert Casey, 
Chairman of the School Committee, about their 
request to vote once again.

A 1981 amendment passed in the state 
laws, has made a change in that they are not 
limited in the way they use the money and they 
can move the monies around. 

Discussion followed in which it was asked 
where the vote was taken to ratify all the action 
completed in the entire budget, would not that 
take care of the whole matter? As no answer was 
forthcoming, the discussion continued at some 
length. 

Moved and seconded andso VOTED to allow 
a vote on the total amount of the school budget. 

Moved and seconded to raise and 
appropriate $18,787,135.00 for the support of the 
Billerica Public Schools for the fiscal year July 1, 
1984 through June 30, 1985. 

Finance Committee moved and seconded to 
raise and appropriate $17,869,794.00 for the 
School budget as printed in the Finance 
Committee recommendations. The previous 
question was moved and put to arising vote. With 
one hundred thirty-six voting in favor and but 
fifteen voting in the negative, the motion 
CARRIED to cut off debate.

With 76 voting in favor and ninety-nine opposed, 
the motion LOST.

Discussion followed in which the sewer 
construction funds were questioned, as to why 
the sewer line had not been laid to the end of 
Locke Road. Mr. Griggs stated he had to spend 
his own monies to run a sewer line from a house 
he had constructed at the end of Locke Road, 
down to where the sewer line had stopped. He felt 
some of these monies could have been used to 
pay for that construction. After a little more 
discussion, the motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 17 Moved to adopt Article 17 as 


printed in the warrant, deleting “or act in relation 
thereto’. Seconded. Finance Committee 
concurred. 


Discussion followed with a question put to 


the Town Administrator to explain this article. Mr. 
Talbot stated it was the Town Accountant's 
opinion that this had to come before Town 
Meeting. It is merely authorizing a _ lease- 
purchase. 


Moved to amend the article by deleting the 
ords “accept Chapter 307 of the Acts of 1981 


whicti amended Section 4 of Chapter 40 of the 
Massachusetts General Law” and to authorize the 
lease/purchase of a photo copy machine. 
Seconded/. 

The motion for the amendment as stated, 
CARRIED. 

The main motion with the amendment 
attached thereto, required a 2/3’s vote. The 
Moderator requested a rising vote. With one 
hundred forty voting in favor and zero voting in 
the negative, the motion CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 18 Moved and seconded to 
dismiss Article 18. Finance Committee 
concurred. As there was no discussion, the 
motion was put to a voice vote. Motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 19 Moved and seconded to 
dismiss Article 19. Finance Committee 
concurred. No discussion followed. The motion 
to dismiss was CARRIED. 

ARTICLE 20 Moved and seconded to 
dismiss Article 20. Finance Committee 
concurred. As there was no discussion, the main 
motion to dismiss was CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 21 Conservation Chairman 
moved Article 21 as written in the warrant, 
deleting “or act in relation thereto” and making 
two corrections: on second line, after the first 
word “sell”, add “for not less than $400,000.00”; 
and on the fourth line, after the words “A sum of” 
insert “$260,000.00”. Finance Committee 
concurred. 

A lengthy discussion followed with many 
questions being put to Chairman Micozzi, to 
describe where the land was located, how the 
value was determined, to which he replied the 
area was “land-locked” and only two abutters 
would be interested. The land was off Concord 
Road, west of Route 3 and only Honeywell or 
Gutierrez would be interested in purchasing 
same. The remaining acreage on the east side of 
Route 3 near Nutting Lake was being kept by the 
Town. 

Moved to amend the article by inserting after 
the word “sell” the words “after two professional 
appraisals establishing the sale value, have been 
obtained”. Seconded. 

Discussion continued at some length, in 
which it was suggested that some of the monies 
derived from the sale could be put toward 
purchasing some items on the Finance 
Committee’s list of items they were hoping to find 
monies for. Finance Committee Chairman 
explained the Conservation Commission has 
worked very hard to locate this piece of land to 
sell for a profit and felt the Conservation 
Commission deserved this money where they 
had put so much work into it. 

Moved to amend the article by deleting the 
second sentence of the article so that the 
amendment will read “To see if the Town will vote 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell that 
portion of the Town Forest located on the 
westerly side of Route 3 (approx. 17 acres) which 
parcel was deeded under the will of the late 
Martina Gage”. It was felt all the monies should 
go into the Town’s general funds. 

Discussion continued with an explanation 
that if this article passed, it would help with the 
next two articles. 

The previous question was moved and so 
VOTED. 
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The motion on the first amendment, to delete 
the second sentence of the article LOST. 

The motion on the second amendment, to 
insert the reference to having two professional 
appraisals to establish the sale value, was 
declared CARRIED by the Moderator. This vote 
was questioned. The Moderator then asked fora 
rising vote on the second amendment. With sixty- 
five voting in favor and sixty-seven voting in the 
negative, the motion for the second amendment 
LOST. 

The Moderator requested a rising vote on the 
main motion, which requires a 2/3’s vote. With 
one hundred twenty-two voting in favor and but 
twenty opposed, the motion CARRIED. 

Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 
21. Chairman Delorey spoke on the 
reconsideration, and asked the body to 
reconsider it and attach the amendment 
regarding the appraisals to the main motion. The 
discussion continued. 

At this point, the Moderator left the hall and 
the Deputy Moderator took the chair. 

The motion to reconsider was put to a voice 
vote. The motion LOST. 

Moved and seconded to bring Article 41 
forward at this time. Mr. Newman stated the 
interested parties had been attending every 
meeting and he felt the article should be heard at 
this time. 

The motion to bring Article 41 forward at this 
time was declared LOST by the Deputy 
Moderator. The decision was challenged, so the 
Deputy Moderator asked for a rising vote on the 
motion to bring Article 41 forward at this time. 

With but twenty-eight voting in favor and 
ninety-four voting in the negative the motion 
LOST: 


ARTICLE 22 Chairman Micozzi moved 
Article 22 as written in the warrant, deleting “or 
act in relation thereto” and making three 
corrections; On second line, after the words 
“Conservation and” insert work “Passive”; at the 
beginning of the seventh line, delete the word 
“money” and insert “$155,000.00”; and fourth line 
from the bottom, after the words “Chapter 132A” 
correct “Section II” to read “Section 11”. 
Seconded. 

Finance Committee concurred. 

Mr. Micozzi spoke at some length on this 
article, explaining that this land is on Fox Hill, 
from Salem Road over to Andover Road, and if the 
land were to be developed it would create havoc 
with the drainage in the area. There are 
approximately 35 acres in the parcel, but with 
over 800’ to 900’ of streets added, it would be 
about 55 acres. 


It was pointed out there are some lots in this 
area that have unknown owners. Mr. Micozzi did 
not think it wise to take them by eminent domain, 
as that could cause problems for the town, so he 
omitted these unknown lots from the parcel. 

Discussion on these lots continued for some 
time, when it was moved to amend the article to 
delete parcels “#165 and #216” from the article. 
Seconded. 

A question was asked if some of these lots 
should be kept by the Town for future expansion 
of Fox Hill Cemetery. Selectman Conway 
explained that the Town has already taken as 
much land as they felt would be usable for 
cemetery purposes. 

Moved and seconded to amend the article to 
insert at the end of the fourteenth line, after the 
words “Parcels 143, 145 and 148” the words “and 
other parcels adjacent to be included in the same 
$155,000.00”. 

The previous question was moved and so 
VOTED. 

The motion for the first amendment to insert 
“and other parcels adjacent to be included in the 
same $155,000.00” was declared LOST by the 
Deputy Moderator. ; 

The second amendment to delete “parcels 
#165 and #216” was put to a voice vote and the 
Deputy Moderator was in doubt. He requested a 
rising vote on this amendment. With fifty-one 
voting in favor and fifty-five voting in the negative, 
the amendment LOST. 

The main motion as presented by the 
Conservation Commission was CARRIED. 

Moved and seconded to bring Article 41 
forward at this time. Motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 41 Finance Committee Chairman 
moved to dismiss Article 41. Seconded. Motion 
CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 22 Moved and seconded to 
reconsider Article 22. Motion LOST. 

ARTICLE 41 Moved and seconded to 
reconsider Article 41. Motion LOST. 

Moved and seconded to adjourn the fifth 
session of the Annual Spring Town Meeting until 
next Thursday evening at 7:30 P.M. Motion 
CARRIED. 

The fifth session of the Annual Spring Town 
Meeting was adjourned at 10:49 PM.

The moderator called for a quorum count. 
With one hundred twenty-four Town Meeting 
Members present, the Moderator declared the 
sixth session of the adjourned Town Meeting in 
order at 7:50 PM. 

The Moderator declared a brief recess. He 
then stated “We are on our sixth session of the 
Annual Spring Town Meeting. What we have 
done so far and how we have conducted 
ourselves is bad. | have been a Town Meeting 
Member for 28 years and a Moderator for 12 
years. | have never seen a Town Meeting this bad. 
Obviously, some of the fault lies with me. | must 
have let something get out of hand. We’re going 
to lay down some strict rules. We are running a 
multimillion dollar business. Let us act like adults 
and get down to business and get the job done.” 


ARTICLE 23 Mr. Micozzi moved that the 
Town vote to authorize the Conservation 
Commission to establish and construct a Town 
Beach at Nutting Lake with associated comfort 
station, parking, etc., at a cost of approximately 
$100,000.00 to be paid for out of the Conservation 
Fund, on property owned by the Town, identified 
on the Assessor’s Maps of the Town of Billerica, 
Massachusetts, as Plate 88, Parcel 91-307 and 
100 and to further authorize the Conservation 
Commission to seek funds that may become 
available for that purpose from the State or 
Federal Government and enter into any contracts 
therefore. Seconded. 

Finance Committee concurred. 

Mr. Micozzi spoke on the article. He detailed 
the work that has been done on the lake. About 
one million dollars has been spent on the project 
with but $62,000.00 cost to the Town. the rest has 
come from grants. 

Finance Committee member Charles 
MacRannolds gave a minority report. He stated 
that the Town has attempted twice to establish a 
beach and it has been a disaster both times. He 
stated that once a beach is established, there will 
be many associated costs. You would have to 
employ a matron, life guards, officer and traffic 
guard for four months of the year. There would 
also need to be complete insurance coverage. 
There is about 12 feet of water at the depth and 
that is enough for a drowning. 

There was much discussion both for and 
against. Rep. Griggs spoke in favor of the article. 


He feels that it is good planning to do this now as 
a continuation of a five-year plan. 

Rep. Mulcahy spoke against this motion. She 
cited the increased traffic on Middlesex Turnpike 
and the parking along Middlesex Turnpike and 
the adjoining side streets. 


Chairman Micozzi stated that there would be 
parking for about 45 cars. He indicated that 
parking fees would generate income. He also 
stated that the Town could expect to get between 
$50,000.00 to $90,000.00 back on the project. 
Besides the parking fees, there will be other 
methods to generate money which will go back 
into the General Fund. 

The question was raised as to how much 
money would it take to run the project. Mr. 
Micozzi replied that they have no figures. The 
Conservation Commission would like to see the 
Recreation Department involved. 

The previous question was moved and so 
VOLER: 

The main motion as presented by the 
Conservation Commission was CARRIED. 

Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 
23. Motion LOST. 


ARTICLE 24 Moved and seconded as 
written in the warrant and after the word “repair” 
insert “structure and any damaged contents to 
the amount of not more than $25,000.00”. 

Conservation Commission Chairman 
Micozzi spoke on the article. He described the 
equipment that was destroyed and/or damaged 
in a fire. The insurance money will come back to 
the Town to go into the General Fund. In order for 
the Conservation Commission to use the funds, it 
must be voted in a warrant article. 

Finance Committee concurred. Motion 
CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 25 Moved and seconded that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 
for the purposes set forth in the warrant and 
deleting the words “or act in relation thereto”. 

John Gherson, Board of Health Member, was 
asked to come forward to speak on the article. He 
explained that on October 11, 1983, the Board of 
Health received a bill and at a regular meeting 
voted to pay this bill. Ata meeting late in October, 
the money was transferred out of our account. 
The Board of Health maintains that these funds 
were legally encumbered. Never, that | can 
remember, have encumbered funds been 
transferred to some other department. We are 
asking for $2,000.00 to pay incurred legal fees 
and $2,000.00 to fund the Legal Fees Account. 

Finance Committee does not recommend 
this article. Last year the Town Meeting 
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transferred the Board of Health funds to fund the 
other side of the law suit. 

There was much discussion. John Morris 
spoke against the article. He stated that ten 
taxpayers took the town to court. Town Meeting 
vote the hyphen in. Now it is up to you. 

John Gherson indicated that the Board of 
Health hired the lawyer. The three members 
signed the petition but in order to file in Superior 
Court, they needed the signature of 10 registered 
voters. 

Ralph McKenna, Town Accountant, spoke 
against this article. He indicated that when a 
Town Board needs a lawyer, they should use 
Town Counsel. 

It was brought out that this is a three-way 
lawsuit. The question was asked by Mr. Casey as 
to who represented the other parties involved. Mr. 
McKenna stated that Town Counsel represented 
the Board of Selectmen. The Town 
Administrator, the Treasurer and the Town 
Accountant hired Atty. Curran, the drafter of the 
original Charter. 

Selectman Conway explained the appeal that 
is currently in progress. He stated that the 
decision which was received stated that the 
Board of Health has full control over everything 
under their jurisdiction. “We don’t happen to feel 
that way and so we are appealing it’. 

The previous question was moved and 
seconded. Motion CARRIED. 

The main motion LOST. 

Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 
25. Motion LOST. 


ARTICLE 26 Moved and seconded to 
dismiss Article 26. Finance Committee 
concurred. Motion to dismiss CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 27 Selectman Doyle moved to 
divide the question. Seconded. Motion 
CARRIED. 


HUGHES LANE Moved and seconded to 
accept Hughes Lane as a public way in 
accordance with a plan on file with the Town 
Clerk, a way 40 feet wide and 337 feet more or less 
long. Street Acceptance Committee gave their 
report. Planning Board read the inspection 
report. Finance Committee concurred. Motion 
CARRIED. 


SEVEN OAKS LANE EXTENSION Moved 
and seconded to accept Seven Oaks Lane Ext. as 
a public way in accordance with a plan on file with 
the Town Clerk, a way 40 feet wide and 420 feet, 
more or less long. Planning Board read the 
inspection report. Street Acceptance Committee 
recommended acceptance. Finance Committee 
concurred. Motion CARRIED. This is a 


continuation of Seven Oaks Road. 


JON LANE Moved and seconded to accept 
Jon Lane as a public way in accordance with a 
plan on file with the Town Clerk, a way 50 feet 
wide and 481.99 feet, more or less long, Planning 
Board gave the inspection report. Street 
Acceptance Committee recommended to accept. 
Finance Committee concurred. Motion to accept 
CARRIED. 

REPUBLIC ROAD Moved and seconded to 
accept Republic road as a public way in 
accordance with a plan on file with the Town 
Clerk, a way 55 feet wide and 1,245 feet more or 
less long. Street Acceptance Committee 
recommended acceptance. Planning Board gave 
an inspection report. Finance Committee 
concurred. 


Motion to accept Republic Road CARRIED. 


STERLING ROAD Moved and seconded to 
accept Sterling Road as a public way in 
accordance with a plan on file with the Town 
Clerk, a way 50 feet wide and 3,020 feet, more or 
less long.

Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 
32. Discussion on reconsideration followed. 

The previous question was moved, seconded 
and so VOTED. 

Motion to reconsider Article 32 LOST. 

The quorum was questioned. With but 115 
Town Meeting Members present, the meeting 
was adjourned at 10:15 PM.

Bounded on the South by land of B& M 

Corporation and East Boston Savings Bank, 

in three courses, 305.91’, 375.45’ and 280’ 

more or less; 

Bounded on the West by Grossman’s Lumber 

Company, Inc. 418’ more or less; 

Bounded on the North by land of Henry F. 

Collins, in three courses 155’ more or less, 

248.95’ and 393.66’; 

Bounded on the West by land of Henry F. 

Collins, 203.30’; 

Bounced on the North by land of Henry F. 

Collins, 213.60’ to a point of beginning. 

Larry Norman of the Planning Board, read 
their report on the public hearing held on 
September 17. 

Steve Nelson, legal representative for 
Grossman’s Lumber Company was allowed 
forward to explain the request for re-zoning and 
to explain a convenant the company had agreed 
to with the Town of Billerica. 

The Finance Committee concurred with the 
article and with the convenant. Discussion 
followed at great length and Town Counsel was 
questioned regarding an interpretation given by 
the Building Inspector to the effect that 
Grossman’s would have to be rezoned to 
Industrial to make the expansion they plan.

A Pre-Application for a Building Permit for an 
addition to an existing building must be 
accompanied by a plot plan showing the location 
of the existing building on the lot, the proposed 
addition, lot number, Book and Page of Owner of 
Record, size of lot, distance from all street, side 
lines, easements, water and sewer lines, and any 
other data required by the Building 
Commissioner. 

A Pre-Application fora Building Permit for all 
new structures must be accompanied by a site 
plan drawn in a scale of 1” = 40’, showing the 
north point, proposed location of the building or 
structure on the lot, Book and Page of Owner of 
Record, lot number, size of the lot, distance from 
all streets, side lines and easements, elevation 
contour lines drawn atatwo foot contour interval, 
boundaries of flood plain and conservation land, 


recently 
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water and sewer line and services, and any other 
data required by the Building Commissioner to 
prove zoning compliance. 

In the event that the Plan filed with the 
Building Permit Pre-Application is larger than 24” 
x 36” the Building Commissioner may accept a 
Plan showing the building and surrounding area 
for a distance of at least 100 feet at ascale of 1” = 
100’ or such other scale as may be appropriate to 
show the entire lot on one or more sheets of a 
convenient size. 

Site Plans for Commercial and Industrial 
Buildings shall additionally include the design of 
on-site drainage, lay-out for roads, driveways, 
curb cuts, walk ways, parking required and the 
details of the provisions for the handicapped. 

A valid Sewage Disposal Permit issued by the 
Board of Health for all new buildings and 
structures which will not be serviced by Town 
Sewer; permission granted by the Board of 
Health for all additions to existing structures, 
swimming pools, etc., which will not be serviced 
by Town Sewer, or a valid Town Sewer 
Connection Permit. 

The above required information together 
with the Plot Plan or Site Plan certified and 
stamped by a Land Surveyor or Civil Engineer 
registered by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts must be submitted to and 
accepted by the Building Commissoner prior to 
the construction of any part of a building or 
structure. 

Finance Committee concurred. 

Planning Board Vice-Chairman Norman read 
the report of the public hearing held on 
September 24, 1984. 

Bruce Richardson, proponent of the article, 
gave a lengthy explanation of the By-Law 
change. 

After slight discussion, it was moved and 
seconded to amend the motion by removing the 
words “conservation land” in the 6th paragraph, 
sixth line after “boundaries of flood plain and” 
and substituting “wet lands”. 

Gilbert Griggs was concerned if this By-Law 
as written would apply to portable greenhouses. 
After continued discussion, he moved to amend 
the By-Law by adding the words “Foundationless 
agricultural production buildings shall be exempt 
from this By—Law.” Motion was seconded. 

The amendment as presented by Mr. Griggs 
was put to a vote. The amendment CARRIED. 

The amendment to remove the words 
“conservation land” and insert “wet lands” was 
put to a vote. The amendment CARRIED. 

A rising vote was taken on the main motion 
with the two amendments attached thereto. With 


121 voting in the affirmative and five in the 
negative, the motion CARRIED by more than the 
necessary 2/3’s vote. 

ARTICLE4 The Finance Committee moved 
and seconded to raise and appropriate 
$14,000.00 to employ an Asst. Building Inspector 
in the Building Department. 

Stasia Rudgis asked why the Finance 
Committee assumed the duty of hiring an Asst. 
Building Inspector when we already have an Asst. 
Building Inspector who is being paid $500.00 per 
week. 

Finance Committee felt this should have 
been brought up during their budget hearings. 
They feel that one person can’t do all the work 
required, and urged the Town Meeting Members 
to ago along with this. 

Discussion continued at some length when 
the previous question was moved andso VOTED. 

The motion to raise and appropriate 
$14,000.00 for the purpose of Article 4 was put to 
a rising vote. With seventy-eight voting in the 
affirmative and but .orty-two in the negative, the 
motion CARRIED. 

Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 4. 
Motion LOST. 

Howard Ralston, Deputy Moderator, 
requested a round of applause be given the 
Moderator, Town Clerk, Asst. Town Clerk, 
Finance Committee, Tellers & Checkers for a 
successful conclusion to the Annual Fall Town 
Meeting. 

Moved and seconded to adjourn the Annual 
Fall Town Meeting. Motion CARRIED. 

The Annual Fall Town Meeting adjourned at 
10:04 PM.

All dogs must be licensed by April 1st each 
year. There were 2,362 dogs licensed in calendar 
year 1984, a decrease of 407 licenses over the 
previous year. Approximately 2,449 first class 
post cards were mailed out to delinquent dog 
owners for not licensing their dogs by April 1st. 
The Town By-Laws now require the payment ofa 
late fine of $5.00 if dogs are not licensed by June 
10th. 

One Rabies Clinic was held at the Public 
Works Department Garage by Dr. McGrath on 
April 7th, for dogs and cats. Two clerks from our 
Office were in attendance to license dogs at the 
same time. 

Five elections were held during the year. The 
Presidential Primary on March 13th, the Town 
Election on April 14th, the Special Town Election 
for the Bond Issue on September 8th, the State 
Primary on September 18th and the State 
Election for President on November 6th. 
Warrants were posted and legal notices were 
published in local newspapers giving the election 
date, hours and polling places. A new state law 
now requires that all polling locations be open for 
voting at 7:00 AM in all State Elections. 

In preparing for the elections this year in 
January, we attended a day-long seminar/ 
workshop on the new PEPS PAK & PDI Card 
Reader to electronically count the ballot cards. 
This new system was first used in our March 
Presidential Primary and the ballots were 
counted right at Town Hall. | would like to thank 
Purity Supreme, and especially Dave Hayes, 
Vice-President of Data Processing for all their 
help in the past years in which they used their 
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computer to count our ballots, at no cost to the 
Town. This service was very much appreciated. 

We also appreciated the help of the men from 
the Parks, Tree and Moth Department for helping 
to install the ballot pages into the voting units and 
for their help in delivering all the materials to the 
various precincts in the early morning hours. 
They are also responsible for transporting the 
materials and voting equipment back to town hall 
for storage after the polls close. 

At the same time, we would like to thank the 
Precinct Officers in all the precincts for their 
dedication and skillful handling of the operations 
of the polling locations in all elections. We 
depend heavily on their knowledge and accuracy 
for tallying the results. Our Police Department 
personnel on duty at the polls and the custodians 
in the schools were very cooperative and their 
efforts appreciated. 

Your Town Clerk was appointed the 1985 
State Census Director for the Town of Billericato 
supervise the taking of the DECENNIAL STATE 
CENSUS. She attended two meetings in 1984 in 
reference to this census, to be informed that the 
census will be late as the forms are not going to be 
ready by January 1st, State Census Day. 

There were three town meetings held this 
year at which the Town Clerk and Assistant Town 
Clerk recorded the minutes for the permanent 
Town records. The Spring Town Meeting had 7 
sessions, the Special Town Meeting of June 5th 
had 1 session, and the Fall Town Meeting had 3 
sessions. 

Your Town Clerk and Assistant Town Clerk, 
Shirley E. Schult attended the three meetings of 
the Middlesex Municipal Clerks’ Association and 
Myrtie Smith, as Secretary of the Association, 
attended two Board meetings. The 
Massachusetts Town Clerk’s Association held its 
usual three conferences, two of which your Town 
Clerk attended and one attended by our Assistant 
Town Clerk. 

The New England City & Town Clerks 
Association held its yearly conference in Bretton 
Woods, NH. Your Town Clerk was able to attend 
this 3-day conference. 

Your Town Clerk atended the annual 5-day 
conference of the International Institute of 
Municipal Clerks held at San Diego, California. 
The meetings and many workshops were very 
informative and new ideas and methods were 
brought back. This year your Town Clerk was 
appointed as State Membership Chairman for the 
IIMC, which has over 7,000 members from all over 
the world. Some clerks traveled from as far away 
as Australia and New Zealand to attend this 
conference. 


Shirley E. Schult, your Assistant Town Clerk, 
attended a week-long session of the New 
England Institute of Municipal Clerks for her third 
year. Upon completion of the courses offered, 
Shirley graduated at Salve Regina College in 
Newport, Rhode Island in August. Upon 
completion of her work requirements, Shirley 
should be awarded the title of Certified Assistant 
Municipal Clerk. 

We wish to thank all those who helped with 
refreshments and other donations to make our 
hostessing the BEAM PARADE and the annual 
Town Hall Christmas Tree Lighting Ceremony. 
They seemed to be enjoyable times for all. 

At this time, we would also like to express our 
sincere thanks to all Town Officials, 
Departments, Boards, Committees, and 
Commissions for their cooperation and 
assistance throughout the year.

A total of 17,687 registered voters were on file 
for 1984 and by Precinct the number of those 
registered were as follows:

This is an increase of 1,163 voters over last 
year. 

The Annual Census was again obtained by 
mail. 11,816 census-by-mail forms were mailed 
out on December 31st, 1983. Response was very 
good as we had approximately 92% returned. We 
appreciate the cooperation of those residents 
who replied promptly. Our goal as always, is to 
have 100% return. The statement which appeared 
on the census envelope: “Warning: Failure to 
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respond to this mailing may result in removal 
from the voting list’ is mandated by 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 5, Section 
4. 933 registered voters were notified by first class 
mail that they were dropped from the voting list 
because of their failure to answer their census. 
This year, the legal notice used to so notify these 
dropped voters was drastically revised. Now, 
there is an affidavit on the reserve side which may 
be filled out and signed by the voter in question. 
Upon receipt of a properly executed affidavit, the 
voter will be reinstated. 

Approximately 1,974 party-change 
acknowledgement cards were mailed out as 
mandated by General Laws, Chapter 53, Section 
38 as amended, to voters who voted in the 
Presidential Primary and the State Primary and 
then desired to go back to an independent status 
or to change to another political party. 

Sixteen special registration sessions were 
held throughout the year. There were five 
elections: one Presidential Primary, one Town 
Election, one Special Town Election, one State 
Primary Election and one Presidential Election 
held in 1984. 

Ralph N. Newman tendered his resignation 
effective March 5, 1984. 

Joseph M. Burke, Jr. was appointed to a 
three-year term on the Board of Registrars by the 
Board of Selectmen on March 5, 1984. Said term 
to expire March 31,1987. 

The Board expresses their sincere 
appreciation to the two office clerks, Jeannette 
Rohnstock and Joan McDonald for their hard 
work and dedication.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
.and 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


In 1984, the Board of Selectmen held 


regularly scheduled meetings. The Board holds 
regular meetings twice monthly to act upon 
license applications, appoint citizens to boards 
and committees, conduct public hearings, and 
respond to citizen complaints. 

In accordance with the Town Charter, the 
Town Administrator prepared and submitted to 
both the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee, a five year Capital Imrovement 
Program for fiscal year 1984-85 through 1988-89, 


and an annual operating budget for fiscal year 
1984-85. 

After the April election, the Board of 
Selectmen reorganized, electing as its Chairman, 
Thomas H. Conway Jr.; Thomas Greenhalgh, 
Vice-Chairman and Gordon C. Brainerd, 
Secretary. The other two members of the five man 
Board of Selectmen are Arthur L. Doyle and 
Stephen J. Lentine. George Gracie, a twelve year 
member of the Board, chose not to run for re- 
election and was replaced by Stephen Lentine. 
Thomas Greenhalgh, a two-term member of the 
Board announced his resignation in the fall of 
1984 to be effective in January of 1985. 

In April of 1984, the voters defeated a bond 
issue referendum to exclude payment of principal 
and interest from the tax levy. At the May Town 
Meeting, the bond issue was reduced to 
$2,998,390. and was approved at a special 
election in September of 1984. The issue is for 
roof repairs, asbestos removal at the Hajjar and 
Marshall Schools, window replacement at the 
Ditson School, design of 10 miles of residential 
sewers, relocation of the central fire station, 
repairs to two water standpipes and the town’s 
share of the cost of the expansion of the 
wastewater treatment plant. 

In June, the Shaffer Landfill on Pond Street 
was closed for a period of one week. As a result of 
negotiations between the owners of the landfill 
and the state and the monitoring of the 
negotiations by our legislative representatives 
and the Board of Selectmen, an agreement was 
reached and the landfill reopened. The landfill 
will close in April of 1986 and the town is now in 
the process of finding an alternative method of 
disposing of its solid waste. 

D.E.Q.E., through an administrative order, 
imposed a sewer moratorium on the town for 
exceeding the authorized discharge limits. The 
moratorium prevents the town from issuing sewer 
connection permits except for very limited 
situations. The town is in the process of 
correcting the violations cited in the 
administrative order and hopefully the 
moratorium will be lifted in the Spring of 1985. 

On a positive note, the town applied for and 
received a grant in the amount of $310,000. in 
emergency education assistance funds from the 
commonwealth. An application was prepared by 
the Town Administrator and with the assistance 
of Representative Rea and Finance Committee 
Chairman, David Delorey, the town’s application 
was approved. The funds will be used to purchase 
computer educational equipment, textbooks and 
other equipment. 

At the Fall Town Meeting, funds were 
appropriated to add two men to the sewer 
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division. This additional staff will enable the town 
to establish a second shift and improve the 
efficiency of the sewage treatment process. 
Funds were also appropriated for hiring an 
assistant building inspector (local inspector) in 
the inspection department. This action was taken 
in recognition of the increased work load in the 
department and the need for stricter enforcement 
of the town’s zoning by-laws and building code. 
Funds were also appropriated to purchase 
equipment for the public works department and 
to continue the town’s policy of replacing police 
vehicles on an annual basis. 

On a less positive note, no drainage projects 
or street paving programs were undertaken in 
1984. The town continued to provide basic 
municipal services. The constraints of 
proposition 2% does not allow for funding of 
major capital improvements or purchases 
through annual appropriations without 


significantly impacting funding for basic 
municipal services. 
The Board of Selectmen, Town 


Administrator and staff acknowledge and 
appreciate the cooperation and assistance that 
has been provided by all Town Boards, 
Commissions and Departments during the year. 


BILLERICA HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Billerica Historical Commission meets 
regularly on the first Wednesday of the month, 
and at such other times as the need arises. We 
continue to enlarge our inventory of historic 
landmarks in the town and to respond for requets 
for information and/or review. For example, we 
provided background information for an 
application to the Cities and Towns Commons 
Program for assistance in the rehabilitation of the 
Talbot Oval. Our application for substantial 
extension of the Billerica Town Common District 
(National Register) proceeds slowly; we have 
high hopes for the spring. 

We note with regret the loss of two important 
local landmarks to fire: the Canal Block, 1-7 Elm 
Street, North Billerica, last survivng structure 
built by the Proprietors of the Middlesex Canal 
(1835), and the David Parker house, 411 Boston 
Road, Billerica Center, probably built about 1795 
by Reuben Duren (master mechanic of othe First 
Parish Church, 1797) on the site of a much older 
house occupied by Billerica’s third minister. 


Membership in the Commission has 
remained unchanged.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF CEMETERIES 


During the Fiscal Year 1984, there were 126 
burials in the Town cemeteries. During this 
period, $24,505 was turned over to the Town 
Treasurer. These receipts reflect the amount of 
money collected by the Department from the sale 
of lots, opening charges, perpetual care and 
marker installation fees.

A 
special needs resource center was funded by an 
LSCA grant in 1984 and this center will be 
available for use in 1985. 

During the summer, the staff and volunteers 
have been entering data into our computer. The 
computer will provide instant update as to the 
status of our book collection. We are sorry to say 
that we found it necessary to have a theft 
detection device installed. The Board of Trustees 
thanks the Building Committee for providing the 
money for this device which will become 
operational in January 1985. Another 
undertaking for us this year was to compile a 
handbook for the library employees. This 
handbook provides an overview of benefits, 
working conditions and our expectations of the 
library employees. 

This year, the library was able to be of further 
service to the schools when Dr. Dever initiated his 
required summer reading program.

1984 was a year of many accomplishments 
for the Billerica Public Library. Over 111,000 
books and other library materials were borrowed 
during FY’84 and 21,000 information and 
reference questions were answered by the library 
staff. 4,877 people obtained library cards, 
bringing the total of registered borrowers to over 
20,000. 

Our dream for an automated library became 
a reality this year. Town Meeting funded our 
membership in the Merrimack Valley Library 
Consortium as well as, the capital costs for the 
equipment necessary to link us to the other 12 
neighboring libraries in the network. Since 
August, we have been busily inputting all of our 
holdings (books, records, cassettes, etc.) into the 
database. We hope to have all of our records in 
the computer by late Spring so that we go “on- 
line” before next summer. The biggest advantage 
of the system to the users of the library is the 
resource sharing capability. If we do not have the 
book you need, we can search the database to see 
if one of the other libraries in the area has it on 
their shelves. If they do, we can have it sent here 
for you within a couple of days, or youcan gothe 
library yourself and pick it up. So, in essence, 
instead of having only the 50,000 volumes which 
we own to access, library users will have over one 
million to choose from. 

Our programming continued to attract a 
great deal of interest. This year 120 programs 
were presented for adults and children. Some 
8,907 people attended these activities which 
included concerts on the lawn, CPR classes, 
story hours, craft programs for the kids, a Banned 
Books Week, a Bad Ad Contest, a Reading Club, a 
Poet in Residence program and much much 
more. 


The Friends of the Library activities were 
evident again this year with several theatre trips, 
the annual Tanglewood excursion, a visit to the 
Newport Mansions, and by popular demand the 
Fall River Factory Outlet trip. The Friends’ 
fundraising efforts yielded many benefits for the 
library. New large print books were purchased by 
the Friends, as well as, another year of 
memberships to various Boston museums. An 
electronic typewriter was also a gift from the 
Friends as were several software programs for the 
Apple computer. 

The Junior Friends group remained active 
during 1984, as well. Their annual Carnival and 
Make Your Own Sundae Night were just a couple 
of the fundraisers which this dedicated group of 
children sponsored. Their work made possible 
many new additions to the Children’s Room. 
Among them are several new cassette/book sets, 
toddler books, Judy Blume paperbacks and 
more. 

Our thanks go to both of these support 
groups for their hard work on behalf of the library. 

One “Person-to-Person” outreach program 
continued to serve Billerica’s homebound. 
Library volunteers made regular visits to the area 
nursing homes and to shut-ins, delivering library 
materials to those who are unable to come to the 
library themselves. The library will be expanding 
its resources for special neds children thanks to 
an LSCA grant which was obtained this year. This 
project will be in full swing during the Spring of 
1985. Use of our TTY increased dramatically 
during 1984. This device, given to the library by 
the Friends, last year, allowed us to Communicate 
with our deaf patrons and to relay over 300 
messages for them this year. 

The coming year holds much excitement for 
the library. With our automated system in full 
operation in 1985 many changes, all for the better 
will be taking place. In just a month or so we will 
begin to issue our new computerized library card 
to all library users. We feel that this step into the 
world of automation will help us to improve 
library service for all our users. 

So, once again we look forward to the 
challenges which lie ahead. We encourage the 
input of all interested Billerican’s and we ask for 
your continued support as we strive to enhance, 
improve and expand library service in Billerica.

VETERANS SERVICES 


The following is the annual report of the 
Veterans Services Department for the fiscal year 
1984-1985. 

With the retirement and passing of our part 
time Agent, Chester Sandberg, Mr. Kenneth L. 
Buffum was appointed full time Director. The 
Commissoner of Veterans Services with the help 
of Directors, Agents and their association, were 
able to get a change in the reimbursement 
formula by the State for this fiscal year. In the past 
the State reimbursements to the City and Towns 
for benefits received was 50%, it is now 75%. A bill 
has been submitted to make this formula 
permanent. 

With the economy at an all time high and 
unemployment down, there are still many 
Veterans and their dependents seeking 
assistance from our office and information on 
other benefits that they may be entitled to from 
Federal and State agencies. 

With the passing of many of our World War II 
Veterans this year, many Widow have received 
temporary financial and medical assistance and 
assistance in filing for VA widows pensions, 
Social Security and SSI. Our office also 
recovered $24,614.63 in reimbursement for 
benefits received. We have had another sucessful 
year with the Emergency Fuel Program. Our 
office took 234 applications which represents 
$157,175.00 in benefits.

In 1984 In-Service Training, CPR, and First 
Responder courses were conducted for all 
officers of this Department who required them. It 
is increasingly evident that special attention will 
have to be exerted in the direction of motor 
vehicle traffic and drug enforcement, utilizing 
officers assigned to these duties on a full-time 
basis rather than intermittently. Recent 
legislation in the area of proctection and care of 
detainees in certain lockup facilities will also have 
to be addressed.

PUBLIC SAFETY - AMBULANCE SERVICE 


260 
442 The Emergency Medical Service provides the 
619 Town of Billerica with emergency medical care 
17,258 on a 24 hour a day, 7 day a week basis. We have 
1,391 reported to over 1,300 medical emergencies in 
2,499 1984 and have transported approximately 900 
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patients to area hospitals under emergency 
conditions, traveling approximately 21,000 mile 
in the town. 

C.P.R. training has been conducted in 
cooperation with the Billerica Public Library and 
we have seen over 100 residents trained in this 
crucial life-saving technique and are continuing 
this training. 

The Emergency Medical Training have 
developed a First Responsder system in 
conjunction with both the Police and Fire 
Departments to meet as quickly as possible the 
medical needs of the community. Moreover, all of 
the B t'erica Emergency Technicians have been 
trained through an extensive program developed 
with the Lahey Clinic in De-Fib for cardiac related 
problems. Further upgrading of the Emergency 
Medical System has been completed by two of 
the EMT’s being certified at the intermediate 
level, thereby qualifying them to administer I-’V’s 
and use MAST trousers in the treatment of shock 
victims. This will enable the Ambulance Service 
to provide Advanced Life Support care. Further, 
the EMT’s have attended a program of 400 hours 
training on their own time, to upgrade themselves 
to the EMT-I level, enabling them to apply this 
level of Health Care. ; 

The Ambulance Service consist of eight 
permanent full-time Emergency Medical 
Technicians, having two EMT’s on duty at all 
times and one permanent part time clerk, The 
vehicle used is a 1982 Ford Ambulance, Model 
XL, the condition of which is good. 


BILLERICA CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1984 has been a very busy year for the 
Conservation Commission in Billerica. The work 
load of the Commission continues to increase 
yearly, m.inly due to the Nutting Lake Water 
Quality Restoration Project and Wetland 
Protection Act duties. Under the Wetlands 
Protection Act (Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 131, Section 40) 29 filings for work in 
wetlands were received, 22 public hearings were 
held, 4 Determinations of Applicability were 
made and 29 Orders of Conditions were issued 
along with 27 Certificates of Compliance, 24 
Permit Extensions, 7 Permit Modifications, 23 
Cease and Desist Orders and 10 Continuances. 

The Nutting Lake Water Quality Restoration 
was to have been completed in 1984, but we had 
to apply for an extension through 1985 which was 
granted in order to receive approximately $40,000 
remaining in the Federal E.P.A. Grant originally 
slated for work which is no longer applicable, but 
the money could be transferred to other accounts 
such as dredging, shore work, etc. Rest assured, 
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the money will be used wisely. 

A quick rundown of other Conservation 
Commission business to date: 1. The Nutting 
Lake Beach comfort station damaged by fire, was 
restored with insurance funds. We also installed a 
security alarm system. 

2. The Commission purchased the land on 
Fox Hill as described in Article 22 of the 1984 
Annual Town Meeting. 3. On another major 
project, the construction of a Town Beach at 
Nutting Lake as per Article 23 of the 1984 Annual 
Town Meeting, will get underway during 1985. 4. 
The Commission shall also bring to a successful 
conclusion the Nutting Lake Water Quality 
Restoration Project during 1985. 

The Billerica Conservation Commission 
holds meetings on the second and fourth 
Wednesdays of the month in the Town Hall 
starting at 8 p.m., and all are welcome to attend.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Health as presently comprised 
are Paul R. Kelley, Chairman, John Gherson, Vice 
Chairman, and Kathleen Millerick as Secretary. 
Kathleen Millerick has resigned as of January 1, 
1985, and will be missed. John Morris was 
appointed to fill her vacancy. Gregory Erickson 
was appointed on June 11, 1984 as the Director of 
Fublic Health. 

A major area of environmental concern has 
been the search for an alternate method of solid 
waste disposal because of the imminent closure 
of the Pond St. Landfill which is scheduled for 
Spring of 1986. 

Another problem is the moratorium on sewer 
connections which has forced builders to use 
septic systems for all new buildings. This has 
increased the normal activity of the Health Dept. 
with respect to percolation tests, inspections, and 
associated drainage problems. 

Routine inspections of Retail Food Stores 
and Food Service Establishments have continued 
by the Board of Health Sanitarian Robert 
Rimbach. Other routine inspections resulting 
from citizen complaints in areas including 


housing, pollution and dumping have also been 
conducted by request. 

There has been an increase in court activity 
with regard to prosecuting violators of the 
sanitary code and other health laws. This will tend 
to be the rule in cases where the public health is 
endangered or potentially hazardous conditions 
are created. 

The nursing staff has had a very progressive 
year.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


During the year we provided Engineering 
services to Public Works and other Agencies of 
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the Town. Development continues and this year 
there was a greater request for services in this 
area than for previous years. This included 
information needed to evaluate sites, extend 
municipal services and the inspection of work in 
progress. 

During the year, plans for six new 
subdivisions were reviewed, eleven subdivisions 
were under construction and we estimate that 
approximately 100 plans for Form A parcels were 
reviewed. 

Other projects we worked on include the 
River Street Traffic Lights, tributary drainage 
work at Treble Brook, drainage for Indian Road, 
channel maintenance on an unnamed brok in SN- 
7, High Street culvert, updating of Assessors 
Plates, Street Acceptance and discontinuance 
plans, search of land ownership records for 
deeds and rights of easements, Allen Road 
reconstruction, traffic counts, and other studies, 
reviewed and reported on the proposed changes 
onthe HUD FEMA Maps, handicap ramp at Public 
Works, inspected burned buildings for 
demolition, reveiwed curb cuts and building 
permit applications, and assigned house 
numbers.

HIGHWAY DIVISION 


Highway work this year consisted of the 
following: 

DRAINAGE: Drainage repairs were made 
in most areas of Town. No new drainage was 
done as Proposition 2% caused it to be deleted 
from the budget. Some culverts were cleaned and 
there were some drain lines flushed. 

STREET REPAIR: Thehottop program was 
almost halted due to funding. With the assistance 
of State aid, Nashua Road from the Chelmsford 
line to Treble Cove Rd. was hot topped. Our own 
program of paving was cut drasticaslly by 2% type 
of control. Under this program many water 
trenches were repaired. A large number of pot 
holes were repaired this year. 

We still have many miles of gravelled roads; 
these roads were graded at least twice this year, 
some areas were done three and four times. 
Shoulders were out and pushed back on various 
roads throughout the Town. 

During the winter months, we had three 
major snow storms and with a large cut in hired 
equipment we held costs below the approved 
budget, although overtime due to street sanding 
operations caused by slippery roads was a heavy 
cost; also many emergency calls from Police and 
Fire Departments throughout the year were 


answered on overtime. These calls came from 
auto accidents, oil spills, opening fire roads and 
vandals who remove catch basin covers mostly at 
night, requiring crews to be called out. Heavy 
rains causing flooding and washouts on 
weekends and at night contributing to the heavy 
cost on the overtime account. 

STREET SIGNS AND MARKINGS: 

Throughout the Town street signs were 
replaced, in an amount that could not be listed, in 
some areas as many as four and five times. Street 
signs come high on the vandalism and theft list. 
We are looking into a different type of material in 
street signs hoping this will cut vandalism and 
also the cost of the signs. Several traffic signs 
were replaced and repaired this year. Traffic 
painting included striping several roads with 
center lines, putting down crosswalks, painting 
“SLOW CHILDREN” and painting guard rails. 

MECHANICS DIVISION: The Mechanics 
Division of the Highway Deartment which has the 
repairs of all equipment for all Departments of the 
Public Works, have been very busy due to the age 
and condition of some of the vehicles. Overtime 
cost in this Division were very high due to a large 
amount of breakdowns. The condition of the 
equipment has an adverse effect on the 
capabilities of how an operation as a whole can 
function. There is a great need for replacement of 
much of our equipment, also the type of 
equipment we do not have that is needed to keep 
proper maintenance in all Divisions. 

OTHER SERVICES: Added responsibilities 
such as traffic painting, signal light repairs, and 
traffic counting have priority, thus cutting back 
on other projects due to the size of a fifteen man 
Division. 

The Division has had to do many security 
repairs to the Howe School Building since the 
closing of that school, thus taking man hours 
from our regular projects. Also, the Division has 
had many functions to perform at the Town Hall 
such as moving furniture, etc., and vacation 
replacement for Town Hall custodian and the 
Dog Officer. Many thanks for the cooperation of 
all Town Officials and Departments throughout 
the year.

SEWER DIVISION: The Town of Billerica 
Wastewater Treatment Facility located on 
Letchworth Avenue treated a total of 922,451 
million gallons of raw sewage during the year 
1984. This total represents an average daily flow 
to the Plant of 2.527 million gallons per day. The 
total design capacity for the Treatment Plant is 
1.6 million gallons per day, with plans for 
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expansion of up to 6.4 million gallons per day in 
the very near future. 

The following is a monthly breakdown of the 
influent flow to the Treatment Plant:

During the spring and summer of 1984, 
representatives of the E.P.A. Technical 
Assistance Section conducted a Diagnostic Audit 
Inspection (DAI). The primary purpose of the DAI 
was to determine why the Treatment Plant is 
having difficulty meeting its effluent limits and to 
recommend any corrective acions. One of the 
major reasons why the Wastewater Treatment 
Plant cannot meet its effluent limits is that is it 
hydraulically overloaded; i.e., itis not designed to 
treat the amount of sewage it receives. Steps are 
being taken to eliminate some of this excess flow 
through the reduction of inflow and infiltration to 
the collection system. 

At the Fall Town Meeting in October, 
additional funds were appropriated for one (1) 
additional operator and one (1) machinery 
repairman at the Wastewater Treatment Plant. 
These two positions should improve the 
maintenance of the existing facility and provide 
for a second shift of operation at the Plant. This 
should help efficiency of the Plant and at the 
same time reduce nighttime vandalism that has 
occurred at the plant. 

During the course of the Year 1984, the

TREE DIVISION: During 1984, the Tree 
Division removed a total of 184 trees throughout 
the Town. This included 65 Elm, which were 
infected with Dutch Elm disease. Brush was cut 
wherever necessary. 

Maintenance activities consisted of grass 
cutting and fertilizing on all playgrounds, 
squares, and the Common. The Park Division 
maintains approximately 55 acres of land, which 
includes one football field, nine ballfields, nine 
tennis courts, fifty Veterans Squares, the Viet 


Nam Park, and the new addition of the tiny tots 
playground at the Pollard Field. 

The Fall of 1984 saw the Park Division, with 
the cooperation of the Billerica Garden Club, 
renovate the north island in front of the Comm. 
This included hundreds of bulbs which should 
make a spectacular display in the Spring. Plans 
have already been started to renovate the small 
square to the south of the Common during 1985. 
Renovation of the Akerson soccer playground 
was also started this year, with completion to be 
done in the Spring of 1985. 

Once again, the annual Christmas lights 
display in the Center areas was a huge success. 
The Boston Globe, this year rated the Common 
lights in the top five of the suburban Towns. | 
would personally like to thank my own Park crew, 
and Anthony lovanni of 1&M Electric, who spenta 
great deal of time in the cold and rainy weather to 
complete this in time for the lighting ceremony.

WATER SYSTEMS DIVISION: Through 
1984, the Water Systems Division has continued 
efforts to provide its customers with the best 
water quality possible. 

The Treatment Section of the Division 
treated and pumped approximately 1.7 billion 
gallons of potable water in 1984, an increase of 
9% over last year’s total. The following is a 
summary of monthly production volumes:

The dry summer months of 1984 brought a 
peak consumption day on July 14, 1984, when 
8.64 million gallons were pumped and treated ina 
24 hour period. 

The Concord River elevation level reached a 
very low level of approximately 110 feet above sea 
level for a period of approximately 60 days in 
September and October. The serious 
degradation in river quality during this period 
caused temporary problems in treatment 
processes which led to some customers 
experiencing brown water at various times. These 
problems are continually being evaluated by our 
treatment staff and innovative solutions will be 
attempted this Spring. 

Contract work has been started on the 
rehabilitation of the south contact chamber and 
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will be completed in February, 1985. This is an 
important portion of the Treatment Plant which 
has been inoperable for some months. Further 
renovation is needed extensively on other plant 
systems such as chlorination equipment and 
screening apparatus. 

The Distribution/Storage Maintenance 
Section performed the following repair functions: 


1. Water meter repaired or replaced 113 
2. Fire hydrants repaired or replaced 33 
3. Service leaks repaired 26 
4. Main leaks repaired 27 


Funding was received in 1984 to continue an 
ongoing leak detection survey program, in which 
one quarter of the distribution system is studied 
annually. The study is still yielding numerous 
system leaks in concentrated areas. 

An ongoing fire hydrant inventory, testing, 
and painting program continue through 1984. 

Work on the targeted tri-annual billing 
program has continued in the Water/Sew2r 
Billing Section. Problems encountered with tiie 
computer programs are still being resolved, but 
have shown improvements gradually. Despite 
difficulties, revenue collection levels have been 
as planned and should continue to improve. This 
section has been providing computer generated 
statitical reports to other Town Agencies to aid in 
their needs for information. 

Appreciation should be extended to all staff 
members of the Water Systems Division for their 
outstanding performance in 1984, especially in 
time of adversity.

CIVIL DEFENSE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the past year, all Federal and State 
reports have been filed and all programs 
implemented. The Town of Billerica received 
$2,685.00 in funds from the Federal Government 
for salary reimbursement. 

The Billerica Civil Defense has conducted a 
continuous training program for its members ona 
weekly basis. Every Sunday, the Auxiliary Police 
do traffic control at all of the churches. The 
average force on duty per Sunday is nine men for 
four hours. The Auxiliary Police participate in all 
special events, parades, searches, traffic control 
and flooding. All officers receive continuous 
training, are uniformed and must pass a certified 
fire arm range course each year. Auxiliary Police 
logged in excess of 3000 man hours in the past 
year. 

The Auxiliary Fire Department consists of ten 
men and four vehicles. During 1984, they 
responded to 125 calls, including 9 mutual aid 
calls to neighboring communities. The Auxiliary 
Fire Department logged 3,242 emergency hours 
and 795 training hours. 

The Federal and State Governments have 
assigned the task of establishing Emergency 
Response Plans to industrial and transportation 
accidents to local Civil Defense Directors. This 
project is now being undertaken but the large 
number of industries and transportation 
companies in Billerica, and the reluctance of 
some companies to divulge what they store or 
carry on the highways, makes progress in this 
area slow for a part-time Director. 

Civil Defense is defined by the Federal 
Government as, all activities and measures 
designed or undertaken (1) to minimize the 
effects upon the civilian population and 
government caused, or which would be caused 
by natural disaster, technological incidents, man 
made disaster or an attack upon the United 
States, (2) to deal with the immediate emergency 
conditions which would be created by such 
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events, and (3) to effectuate emergency repairs 
to, or the emergency restoration of vital utilities 
and facilities destroyed or damaged by such 
events. 
| wish to thank all volunteer members of the 
Billerica Civil Defense for their time and effort to 
make Billerica a safer town. In addition, | would 
like to thank all the Town Departments for their 
cooperation.

Attached is the Annual Report of the Billerica 
Fire Department for 1984. 

The fire department consists of 77 personnel, 
1 chief, and a clerk operating out of five station 
locations. 

1984 saw many changes within the Fire 
Department. Chief Harry Martell, Jr. retired in 
March and Deputy Chief, Gerald Finnegan retired 
in April. It is with deep regret that Deputy Chief 
Finnegan passed away in November. Lt. Robert J. 
Graham retired as did Firefighter Albert Finn. 
They served the department well. 

Captain James A. Flabin was appointed as 
Acting Chief and Captain Arthur McCaffrey was 
appointed Acting Deputy Chief. 

In 1983 the department responded to 1,827 
incidents while in 1984 they responded to 2,527 
incidents, an increase of 28% over 1983. 

Many new high technology companies 
established themselves in Billerica putting quite a 


burden on the Fire Prevention Bureau. The type 
of incidents to which the department is 
responding has changed dramatically in the past 
couple of years. 

The members of the fire department have 
made many repairs to the stations and grounds 
for which they deserve to be thanked.

LOWELL REGIONAL 
TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


The Lowell Regional Transit Authority helps 
to finance regular fixed route bus service 
between Billerica and Lowell and commuter rail 
service between the North Billerica Station and 
Boston. 

Regular route service operates Monday thru 
Friday, with the first bus leaving Billerica at 7:00 
a.m. and the late bus leaving Lowell for Billerica at 
5:15 p.m. The service is provided by LoLaw 
Transit Management, Inc. under contract to the 
LRTA. There are five (5) round trips per day. 
Fares range from a minimum of 60 cents to a 
maximum of 80 cents depending upon where one 
gets on or off the bus. Senior Citizens and the 
Handicapped pay half fare. Ridership was some 
33,999 in 1984. For information on regular route 
service, residents should call 452-6161. 

Commuter rail service between the North 
Billerica Station and Boston is operated by the B 
& M Railroad. 21 round trips are provided on 
weekdays, with 9 round trips on Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays. Improvements are 
planned to enhance the parking areas in the 
future. Some 177,588 passengers were served 
from the North Billerica commuter rail station in 
1984.

It is my intent on most checking accounts to leave a balance of around $25,000.00 for the purpose of 
enticing banks to be progressive upon bidding for Billerica’s tax borrowings. Bank history is reviewed 
periodically and dealt with by reduction or out-right closing those that indicate non-support. 

When accepting bids from banks at the time of borrowing, it is my policy to invest 90% of the TAN 
proceeds. The remaining 10% is left with the bank as float for a period deemed sufficient to further reward 
the bank for progressively bidding. This procedure is acceptable with the banks and is even normal

This account was set in motion on 01/06/84 and is the required claims trust fund for investing of all 
appropriations and employees payroll deductions for group insurance of all types. This account by law, 
had to be set up as a trust fund when the Town changed from a premium payment to a cost plus basis of 
financing Blue Cross costs. The basic acount is a money market account and excess funds available are 
invested further into 30, 60 or 90 day CD’s.

S.A.T. scores earned by Billerica’s seniors have 
shown an increase over previous years. The 
S.A.T. score in Math was 485 compared to 462 for 
the previous year. The S.A.T. score in Verbal 
(English) was 419 compared to 397 for the 
previous year. The S.A.T. scores are above the 
national average, the State of Massachusetts 
average, and the New England average. A full 68% 
of the Class of 1984 continued on to futher 
education, 28% obtained gainful employment, 
and 3% entered the military. We can all be pleased 
with the performance of the Class of 1984. 

In the Fall of 1984, all students in grades two 
to ten were given the lowa Test of Basic Skills. 
This is a national test to measure student 
achievement in areas of reading, language, and 
mathematics. At every level, Biilerica’s average 
score was above the national average established 
for the test. Billerica students by grade were 
achieving above their peers on this national test. 
These scores reflect the hard work of teachers 
and parents to improve the achievement of 
students. These efforts can be expected to 
continue. 

Billerica High School students-were greeted 
in the Fall of 1984 with a new attendance and 
discipline policy. The general reaction among the 
students was positive. The new policy developed 
by the high school staff and Dr. Thomas Sharkey, 
Principal, called for students to attend school 
regularly and to cooperate in the operation of the 
high school. The result: student attendance 
increased from 80% a day to over 90% a day. 
Clearly Billerica Memorial High School is on 
track. 

The instructional program remains a high 
priority for the Billerica Schools. The Language 
Arts and Reading Programs were strengthened at 
the middle school levels by introducing a 
mandatory reading course at grade six and a 
mandatatory study skills course at grade eight. 
The schools have also acknowledged the high 
tech nature of the Merrimack Valley. Computer 
programming and computer math courses have 
been operating at Billerica Memorial High 
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School. A mandatory Computer Literacy Course 
will operate at the middle school during the 1985- 
86 school year. Elementary teachers will be using 
computers to help children achieve in the basic 
skills. The Billerica schools must make students 
feel comfortable with computers, because 
computers will have a great effect upon the future 
of these children. 

The response to Billerica Adult Education 
programs has been good. It is hoped to continue 
and increase the adult offerings. 

The residents of Billerica came to the support 
of their community this past September. Billerica 
voters approved a bond issue for capital 
improvements for both the Town and the schools. 
The bond issue will provide new roofs for the 
Kennedy, Vining, Billerica Memorial High 
School, Hajjar, and Dutile Schools; new windows 
for Ditson Elementary School and correction of 
asbestos problems. These school projects will be 
completed during the Summer of 1985. 

The most tangible example of increased 
cooperation among school and Town officials 
was the action to obtain additional State aid for 
Billerica schools. Through the cooperation and 
support of Mr. Paul Talbot, Town Administrator; 
Mr. Michael Rea, State Representative; and Ms. 
Patricia McGovern, State Senator; Billerica 
schools received a special grant of $310,000 for 
the schools. Billerica was one of only twenty-one 
communities in Massachusetts to receive this 
grant. 

This grant allowed the schools to catch up on 
needed improvements in materials for student 
instruction. The major item was textbooks at all 
grade levels. The grant was approved at the Fall 
Town Meeting. 

With the continued cooperation among 
School Committee Members, Town Officials, 
staff, parents and community members, the 
Billerica Public Schools will only continue to 
improve.

Shawsheen Tech as a regional 
vocational/technical school serves five towns 
which include Beford, Billerica, Burlington, 
Tewksbury, and Wilmington. The school is 
housed in a modern building located in Billerica. 
The building has 260,000 square feet and 
includes 22 skill training programs, 40 
classrooms, a gymnasium, swimming pool as 
well as athletic facilities for a number of different 
sports. 

The prime concern of those at Shawsheen 
Tech is to train students for gainful employment. 
Since 80% of the jobs in today’s world of work do 
not require a college education the vocational 
and technical training offered at Shawsheen 
Tech results in just about all of the graduate 
getting jobs in their area of training and receivng 
excellent pay. 

The school operates in accordance with the 
guidelines established by the Department of 
Education, Division of Occupation Training 
which requires that 50% of the time be spent in 
academic classrooms and the remainder in a 
shop area. Efforts have been made to parellel the 
academic training at Shawsheen Tech with the 
offerings at the local high schools so that any 
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situation arising that require students to transfer 
from one school to the other the student will be 
able to carry on with very little adjustment 
necessary. 

Because of the large number of diversified 
industry within the 128 area not only are all our 
graduates placed, but we have had a situation 
where there are job openings in culinary, 
business tech, electrical, machine shop, health 
services and many other areas where there are 
not sufficient graduates to fill all the job 
vacancies. 


PLACEMENT 

All Shawsheen Tech graduates wishing to go 
to work upon graduation were placed in positions 
relating to their field of training. We feel this 
reflects our excellent placement record and 
enhances the reputation of our school by 
providing the type of training that both industry 
and business is expecting. 


GRADUATION-CLASS OF ’84 

Commencement exercises were held in June 
at the Shriners Auditorium in Wilmington. This 
year saw the largest class ever to graduate from 
Shawsheen Tech, numbering 428. It is estimated 
some 4,500 people attended this year’s 
ceremony. Sixty-one of the graduates went on to 
higher education to such schools as 
Northeastern University, University of Lowell, 
Salem State College, University of Maine, 
Middlesex Community College. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 

Part of the training for our students is the 
building of a residential house where all the 
building trades cooperate in this event. In 1984, a 
house was completed which was located on 
Boutwell Street in Wilmington. The current 
project was started in September and is agarison 
type house which is being built in Burlington. In 
addition, a project was started to remodel the 
Buzzell School in Wilmington which will be used 
by the senior citizens of that town. 


SPORTS 

Shawsheen Tech has a full range of sports, 
and the school year of 83/84 has seen students 
excel in anumber of areas. In Hockey their record 
was 21-0-1, and the team went ahead to win the 
State Championship in Hockey in Division 3. 
Basketball’s record was 21-2 placing first in their 
division. In addition, honor was received by the 
girl’s softball team, girls’ cheerleaders, boys’ 


swim team, soccer team and the league 
championship tennis team. 
BUDGET 


The budget for the 1984/85 school year was 
finalized on January 24 representing a 1.9% 
increase over our budget of the previous year. in 
the preliminary discussions on the budget for the 
1985/86 school year, the School Committee 
indicated that they would favor a 5% increase of 
the budget. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 

In order to assist students in the five towns, 
our facility is offered for makeup classes. This 
past summer 412 students attended 19 different 
classes inorder to fulfill the requirements of their 
local high school as well as taking courses for 
enrichment. This has been a very effective and 
efficient operation since in many cases local high 
schools may require only a handful of students to 
take subjects such as algebra or English but by 
combining with students from the other towns 
there would be enough students to make it 
feasible to run a Class. 


ADULT EVENING EDUCATION 

In October of 1984, the Adult Evening 
Education program was offered and continues to 
be extremely popular. Some 600 adults attended 
39 programs. Two new courses were offered 
Microprocessing Electronics and Introduction to 
Home Computers. 


ENROLLMENT STATISTICS 

In accordance with the agreement between 
five towns, the assessment of costs is based on 
the percentage of enrollment. The enrollment as 
of October 1, 1984 is as follows:

Again this past year saw a number of our 
students involved in school activities such as the 
Vocational Industrial Clubs of America (VICA), 
the annual Red Cross Blood Drive, Toys for Tots 
as well as the school newspaper and annual 
school play.
